COUNTY FARM 

The County Farm at Dover remains in charge of Mr. 
and Mrs. Edward 8. Young as Superintendent and Ma- 
tron. The results of their administration have continued 
to be most successful and satisfactory as in the past. 
The number of people cared for during the year has been 
about the same as the average for the past few years. 
The buildings are all in good condition and the farm con- 
tinues to produce large crops. We were obliged to install 
a new steam pump the past year, and also to place new 
tubes in some of the boilers. The cost of maintenance of 
the Farm for the past year shows a decrease of $2,023 92 
from 1925. Also the income from the Farm shows a gain 
of $599.71 from that of 1925 making a net saving of 
$2,623.23 for 1926. There are some changes needed in 
the Jail; and the Commissioners desire to call the atten- 
tion of the County Delegation to this matter when they 
meet at the Farm. Visitors are welcome at the Farm, and 
the selectmen of the various towns are especially invited 
to meet with the Commissioners upon any Tuesday, when 
they are in session and the buildings inspected. We wish 
to thank all the County Officers, and others for services 
rendered the Commissioners the past year.

To THE COMMISSIONERS OF STRAFFORD COUNTY: 
Gentlemen :— 


I hereby submit my report for the year ending 
December 31st, 1926. 

The following is a list of the indictments returned 
by the Grand Jury at the February and September 
Terms of the Superior Court, all appeal cases and _ the 
disposition of the same. 

There is also included in this report several cases 
which have been on the docket for several years. After 
taking these cases up with the Clerk of Court and giv- 
ing them considerable thought, I have marked them 
“Nolle Prosequi” owing to the fact that the State has 
been unable to produce witnesses or the evidence was 
not considered strong enough to procure convictions. 


State vs Joseph Fedrico was a case wherein bail had 
been forfeited; later on Fedrico was surrendered 
and a motion made to return the bail which 
the Court denied. Defendant took | exceptions 
to Court ruling and the case was transferred to 
the Superior Court. At March Session the 
Court’s finding was ‘“Defendant’s exceptions 
overruled.”
